Plea fo r the defendant co ntinued: 
So , gentlemen, then if that po ssibly 
co uld influence uny o ne at any time, if 
there was such an influeuce any where I 
kno w thnt y o u men hav e to o much judg­ 
ment, hav e to o kind hearts, hav e to o 
clear heads to be influenced by it. 
It is 
true that cro wds hav e attended this trial, 
it is true that public ex citement has ex ist­ 
ed in reference to it. It is true that ev ery ­ 
bo dy in this co mmunity has taken an in­ 
terest in it; and why hav e they do ne it? 
Because they desired to do their duty . 
They hav e do ne it because a human life 
bus been taken and they desire to sho w 
their interest in it and are here to -day be­ 
cause a human life o r human liberty is at 
stake. They co me uo t here, as I under­ 
stand, seeking this bo y ’s distructio n. thev 
c -me here to see that he has ev ery benefit 
that the law entitles him to ; that an in­ 
no cent man shall no t be punished. 
Then 
1 say to y o u I do n’t understand that tin re 
is any prejudice against this man ex cept 
it be 011 the part o f witnesses in the case 
and so me o f tluir friends and so me co n­ 
nected with the pro secutio n, po ssibly . 
I 
think tnc go o d peo ple co me simply to see 
that justice i- do ne under the law. 
The 
co unsel who has o pened this case to o k o c­ 
casio n to discuss so mewhat my o pening 
statement and my po sitio n in the case. 
I 
will hastily run o v er so me things that he 
has said. 
He stated flrst that when the 
peo ple clo sed their case that they ho ped 
and pray ed and that they desired that 
so mething might be sho wn to indicate 
that this bo y was inno cent. 
1 wo nder if 
the co unsel meant that in the actual wo rds 
in which lie used 't; if he meant 
what he said: i* so why lias he and his 
iriends, befo re they knew as to what the 
bo y co uld present fo r himself why has 
ue and they been fo llo wing and per­ 
secuting him? 
Why has he ex pressed a 
desire that he be punished? I canno t 
think that he actually meaut that. 
I do 
no t mean to intimate that the co unsel 
wo uld state what he did no t believ e, but 
he pro bably mistated himself. I do no t 
think his co nnectio n with the cese. and 
the co nnectio n o f his friends with it, that 
he was unbiased and unpredjudiced. 
He 
said “if y o u let a guilty man go y o u do as 
much harm as if y o u co nv icted an inno ­ 
cent man!” Gentlemen, do y o u believ e 
that, do y o u feel that in y o ur hearts? can 
y o u place y o ur hand o n y o ur heart and 
say that is true? If y o u went o ut o f this 
co urt ro o m in do ubt as to the pro po sitio n 
inv o lv ed as to whether this man was in­ 
no cent o r guilty wo uld y o u say I will flip 
a co pper fo r a v erdict, it do nT make any 
difference which way it is? Yo u canno t 
d o 
that because the law has alway s said, \ 
humanity 'has alway s said, the peo ple in j 
ml the Christian co untries in the wo rld i 
hav e alway s said and particularly in thi- j 
liberty lo v ing co untry , in this 
co untry 
.v iCre ev ery ‘man is co nsidered as go o d 
as 
ano ther man, the law ha- alway s been ; 
that it is better that ninety -nine guilty 
men escape than fo r o ne inno cent man 
' 
lie punished. 
It y o u punish an inno cent • 
man y o u can nev er in this wo rld, o r the ' 
wo rld to co me, reco v er fro m it, y o ur co n­ 
science wo uld be co ntinually pro ding; 
until v o u kfcew no peace, no rest, and 
j 
right here let me siate this pro po sitio n 
to j 
y o u that y o u are uo t alo ne try ing the j 
questio n as to whether that bo y is inno ­ 
cent o r guilty . 
Yo u are enfo rcing, y o u . 
i.re determining the pro po sitio n as to 
whether a man shall Ue tried acco rding to 
the law. Yo u are here in a judicial capac­ 
ity , y o u hav e judicial duties to perfo rm* 
If y o u fail to do justice in apy partic­ 
ular then y o u fail to do y o ur duty just as 
much, and the results will be just as seri­ 
o us to the co mmunity as it y o u failed to 
co nv ict a guilty map. 
The law ex ists 
fo r the pro tectio n o f ev ery bo dy . 
What 
is it fo r; why are these co urt bo uses built ; 
why are all the law bo o ks made; why do 
the judges sit; why are there all so rta o f 
co urts, fro m the lo west to the highest, 
fro m the Justice o f the Peace to the Su­ 
preme co urts. 
Is it simply to kill peo ple; 
i» it simply to send them to the pen item 
liary ? No that was no t the o bject o r the 
o rigin o f co urts. The o rigin o f co urts 
was to pro tect indiv iduals. 
The o bject 


o f o ur go v ernment is to pro tect indiv id­ 
uals, the o bject o f o ur go v ernment is to 
see that ev ery man has the same rights 
that ev ery o ther inan has. 
Remember 
that y o u are making law here, remember 
that y o u are go mgho establish a precedent 
and that y o u must so act in info rcing 
what y o u understand to be that law that 
y o u can alway s say that “ I desire that 
my children, that my peo ple, that my 
friends and my neighbo rs, o r my self, 
may be tried acco rding to the same law.” 
I said that the pro secuting atto rney in 
making his o pening statement made a fair, 
candid, ho nest statement as he alway s 
do es and I ask y o u to believ e that in my 
o pening statement I did no t mistake any 
thing kno wingly . 
I believ e I admitted 
ev ery thing abo ut as they hav e pro v ed it 
here. 
I believ e I did. 
In the ex citement 
o f the mo ment I may hav e fo rgo tten it; 
but I believ e further that I stated what 
we hav e pro v en in this case. The co uncil 
seem to intimate that I had no t do ne so . 
I intended to do so . 
I do n’t think tha| 
when 1 sto o d here talking to y o u that 
there has a single fact arisen in this case 
that I did n o t then kno w abo ut, with per­ 
haps two o r three ex ceptio ns, and that I 
intended to state to y o u tho se , facts as I 
hav e pro v en them here o r tried to pro v e 
them, po ssibly I may hav e o v erlo o ked 
so me, but I tho ught I had made the state­ 
ment just as it bus been pro v en here. 
The co unsel say s that he no n’t belicy e 
that all the go o dness and all the v irtue in 
this wo rld are co ntained in gilded palaces. 
No w, gentlemen, that is true no o ne 
kno ws it better than the peo ple liv ing in 
this co untry . I believ e in co mmunities 
where peo ple start po o r; where the y o ung­ 
est bo y can start ho nestly with a desire to 
wo rk and make a po sitio n in the wo rld. 
No bo dy believ es that all the go o dness, 
that all the v irtue, that all that ia great is 
co ntained in gilded palaces. I say that 
an ho nest man is the no blest wo rk o f Go d 
Yo u can tind ho nesty as much amo ng 
the po o r as umo ngtbe rich,aud mo re so . I 
present this bo y to y o u as po o r and up to 
this time ho nest, belo nging to a po o r fam- 
ily jabo y w ho had alway s wo rked and 
earned his liv ing. No o ne dare to raise 
his hand and say ,that is no t true. I pre­ 
sent him to y o u as a po o r bo y , I present 
him to y o u as a labo ring man and I say 
that shall no t be co nsidered by y o u as 
ev idence o f guilt. I staud here speaking 
to y o u fo r the po o r. 
I stand here plead­ 
ing fo r the lo nely . 
1 stand here urging 
y o u to giv e that bo y a trial just as tho r­ 
o ughly , just as ho nestly , just as fairly as 
v o u wo uld the richest mau in this co urt 
ro o m. 
I say that because he is po o r, 
because he has been inno cent, because lie 
has alway s wo rked hard and earned his 
bread as all o f us hav e here? He is en­ 
titled to y o ur smy patby , he is entitled to 
v o Ur pro tectio n. 
I sny to y o u gentlemen 
that the laws are made fo r the pro tectio n 
o f the po o r; that juries aie called fo r the 
pro tectio n o f the po o r; that co urt ho uses 
are built fo r the pro tectio n o f po o r; that 
judges sit o n the benches fo r the pio tec- 
lio n o f the po o r 
The rich can take care 
o f themselv es; the men o f brains and abil­ 
ity can take care o f themselv es; but a po o r 
bo y in a 
co untry where he kno ws but few; 
where he do n’t understand the language, 
when he has no mo ney can 
no t pro tect 
himself aud y o u are called here fo r the. 
purpo se o f pro tecting him. 
There is^ 
no thing in the co unlse’s statement there* 
that gilded ho uses do n’t alway s co ntain 
all the v irtue. 
I admit it and I kno w it 
and I say that is an argument in behalf 
o f this bo y . 
The co unsel made so me o th­ 
er suggestio n in regard to my self; they 
seem to w ant to try me in the case as wed 
as the bo y . He was no t co ntent with o ne 
ex actly defendant,was no t co ntent with bringing 
o thers in fo r the purpo se cj 
injuring them, 
but desired ano ther v ictim, stating po ssi­ 
bly that the atto rney here w'as no t a pau 
per, 
That do es no t cut any figure in the 
case and I desire to say that I hav e earned 
my liv ing alway s just as fully and ho nest­ 
ly as the co unsel o n the o ther side and I 
hav e no t drawn any salary fro m the co un­ 
ty o f Lee in do ing so . 
I will no w, gen­ 
tlemen, attempt to discuss to y o u in de­ 
tail what I understand to be the law in 
the case. To present that to y o u fieely 
and fairly and afterwards discuss to y o u 
the facts in the case. 
First o n the part o f 
the peo ple then o n the part o f the defen­ 
dant. 
I think, gentlemen, there is no 
use o f my adding any thing o n the pro po ­ 
sitio n that this is a case o f impo rtance; 
that this is an impo rtant case to the peo ­ 
ple; that it is impo rtant to the co uncil, 1« 
the co urt, to the co mmunity and to 
y o ur­ 
selv es. It is v ery impo rtant that y o u 
do 
no t render a wro ng v erdict here; that y o u 
see that y o u render a precedent that may 
alway s be used in such a manner as 
to 
pro tect all indiv iduals. 
It is impo rtant 
lo the co urt because he to has duties de-1 
v o lv ing upo n him. 
If he makes a mis- j 
take here it may result in a great injury ! 
no t o nly to the defendant but to the co m- j 
munity , to ev ery bo dy that may hereafter 
he culled upo n to co me in a co urt o f* 
justice and insist upo n his rights. 
It U ! 
impo rtant 
to 
the 
co uncil 
inv o lv ed 
because 
they may make so me mistakes 
that wo uld he fatal 
to the priso ner, I 
* 
* 
* 
i shall ask y o u here, simply to 
take the law fro m the co urt, and to listen 1 
to what I shall hav e to say upo n that sub­ 
ject. 
I do no t think there will he any 
disa arreemeo t between the co urt and wliat 
j 
I shall say to y o u. 
The co unsel say s to y o u that 1 will 
talk to y o u and read to y o u a great num­ 
ber o f bo o ks. 
I ex pect to read to y o u 
so me law, because y o u are judges o f the 
law, and co uld no t decide it witho ut 
hearing what it is. I shall read it becuuse 
it is my duty to do so ; because, I believ e 
that unless y o u bear the law as presented 
by the defence—the law that co ntro ls 
this kind o f a case—y o u can no t try it 
fairly and impartially . 
This, simply , is 
my mo tiv e to assist y o u to arriv e kt the 
truth. That is the o nly o bject that any 
o f us hav a here;—» imply to 
mo t at the 
truth—that ia the o bject o f this trial. 
I 
shall read fro m autho ritcs upo n the ques­ 
tio ns which I think are inv o lv ed. No w the 
first pro po sitio n is that a man is believ ed 
inno cent until he is pro v en guilty . 
Gentlemen, y o u slated upo n y eur ex - 


aminaiio ns, that y o u knew that to be the 
law; that y o u wo uld gladly enfo rce it,and 
that y o u had no do ubt abo ut its being the 
law. * 
No w what do es that mean? That is no t 
a mere fo rm; tho se are no t mere wo rds; 
but thev mean a priso ner bro ught in a 
co urt o f justice; that fro m the time the 
trial begins, that until the end o f it; shall 
be presented abso lutely inno cent; that he 
shall be called upo n to do no thing;that he 
shall be called upo n to pro v e no thing; that 
the peo ple must make o ut their case ab 
so lutely befo re he is called upo n to say a 
wo rd. 
That is the law, and has been fo r 
ages; that is the law as enfo rced in this 
co nntry , and has alway s been. 
That is 
the law that sho uld hav e been enfo rced in 
this case, and will be 
Yo u must sup­ 
po se tiiat he is inno cent until pro v en guil­ 
ty bey o nd a reaso nable do ubt. 
W hat is 
a reaso nable do ubt? What ia the differ­ 
ence between a reaso nable do ubt and a 
do ubt? A reaso nable do ubt is no t a chi­ 
merical do ubt; it is no t a guess; but, if, 
after hearing all the defence in the case, 
and ev ery thing abo ut it, y o u canno t say 
that y o u believ e that man is abso lutely 
guilty , then y o u hav e a reaso nable do ubt. 
Yo u must be abso lutely certain o f it. 
If 
y o u can ex plain the facts and circum­ 
stances. o n any o ther theo ry than his- 
guilt, then y o u hav e a reaso nable do ubt. 
If they fail in any particular to make o ut 
a case, y o u hav e a reaso nable do ubt Un­ 
less y o u are abso lutely co nv inced, I in* 
sisit that then y o u hav e a reaso nable 
do ubt. 
I insist that in capital case there 
is v ery little difference between a reaso n­ 
able do ubt and a do ubt. 
I believ e that 
no jury wo uld say that a man was guilty 
o f murder ns lo ng as he had a do ubt o f 
it, because, if he had a do ubt o f it, then 
lie might be inno cent. 
It has alway s been laid do wn by the 
law,—unless, perhaps, in the last two o r 
three mo nths, — it was better fo r o ne in­ 
definite number o f guilty men to escape 
than fo r o ne inno cent man to be punish­ 
ed. That has been the law as lo ng as 
criminal law has been enfo rced. 
That 
it is better fo r ninety -nine guilty men 
to go free, than it is fo r o ne inno cent 
man to be punished. 
I say that it has 
alway s been the law, has alway s been 
giv en as the law in the co urt and ev ery 
co urt in the state, I believ e, and in the 
who le co untry , unless perhaps in the last 
tinee mo nths when o ur supreme co urt 
had ex pressed so me do ubt. 
But I do n’t 
believ e that will effect y o u in a capital 
case; I believ e y o u will appreciate the law 
as it has alway s ex isted that it is better 
fo r many guiltv men to go free than fo r 
o ne inno cent man to be punished 
No w I want to discus» so mewhat the 
laws co ncerning circumstantial ev idence, 
as to what the rules are go y eriag the 
pro secutio n o f circumstantial ev idence, 
and what the autho rities say as to the 
the effect o f o f circumstantial ev idence, 
No w- I understand that in criminal cases, 
particularly in cases o f ho raiside, that the 
first duty o f the peo ple is to pro v e a mo ­ 
tiv e, that no crime can ex ist witho ut a 
mo tiv e: human nature i3 so co nstituted 
that no o ne will believ e that ano ther is 
guilty o f a crime unless it appears that he 
has a mo tiv e fo r co mmitting it; human 
nature isso co nstituted that we believ ve 
that no man will co mmit a crime witho ut 
a mo tiv e. 
We believ e this because there 
canno t be ao y effect witho ut a cause We 
canno t believ e that a man wo uld do a cer­ 
tain tliiDg unless he is impelled by so me 
reaso u intluancing him aud co ntro lling 
him that wo uld co mpel him to do it. 
That if a man had had uo reaso n to co m­ 
mit a crime o r if they fail to giv e a reaso n 
then we can no t believ e that he has co m­ 
mitted a crime. 
In this case as in all 
o thers unless they pro v e a mo tiv e y o u 
can n"t suppo se o ne, y o u cafi no t guess 
o ne, y o u canno t infer o ne. 
The peo ple 
must pro v e a mo tiv e und pro v e it as they 
pro y e ev ery thing else, bey o nd a reaso n­ 
able do ubt That is the stari ing po int in all 
cases and the starting po int in this case. 
Witho ut a mo tiv e v o u canno t pro v e this 
priso ner guilty , 
th a t is especially true 
in cases o f circumstantial ev idence; in 
cases where there is no abso lute pro o f 
that the defendant co mrnited the crime. 
But in a case where the pro o f is no t co n­ 
clusiv e; where there is no certain ev i­ 
dence that he killed a man, then the law 
requires them and they alway s attempt 
to say that he had so me reaso n fo r do ing 
it. 
T h a t y o u hav e a right to believ e be­ 
cause he had a reaso n that he did it. 
That will be the argument o n the part o f 
the peo ple. 
They will say we canno t 
pro v e to 
y o u abso lutely that the defend 
ant did it; but as part o f o ur case against 
him, we w ant y o u to kno w, o r believ e, 
that he had a mo tiv e fo r do ing it, 
and if 
they can sho w that abso lutely , then they 
hav e 
o ne 
eircunif tance 
to 
pro v e 
uiltv ; until they do that they hav e

W ash in g to n Cits*, Jan. 
28.-—Boutelle, 
of Maine, as a privileged question, tried, 
Wednesday, to bring up the Norfolk navy 
yard question in tho house, but the speaker 
would not admit the subject as presented by 
the Maine member constituted a question oi 
privilege. 
During tho debate in the house a 
few days ago it w ill be remembered that 
W ise of Virginia, 
assorted that the dry 
docks at the navy yard had never been 
destroyed, and that no inscriptions eommem 
orating Union victories hod been eras« d. A s 
Boutelle, in his s]>eeck before Wise obtuinod 
the floor, 
had assorted just the contrary 
there was evidently a question of voracity 
<>r lack of historical knowledge between the 
two gentlemen. 
In his remarks, Wednes 
day, Boutelle said this fact had been ani­ 
madverted all over the country, much to hi 
disadvantage, and ho desired to Is? put on 
record as asserting that it is a fact that the 
Norfolk navy yard was destroyed by the 
rebels on M ay 10th and 11th, 1802. 
Cabell of V irginia called attention to the 
fact that W ise was not in his seat and 
Boutelle said he proposed no attack on 
W ise—only a vindication of his own intelli 
geneo. 
Cabell said the gentleman would be 
given an opportunity at the proper time if 
ho wanted it and the speaker’s decision put 
an end to the discussion. 
Another incident of the house proceedings 
was a little tilt between Thomas of Illinois 
and R eagan of Texas.

R eagan inquired whether the geijtleman 
intended to make that kind of a speech and 
then allow no reply.

Thomas disclaimed 
the intention of insulting any one.

The Times o f Wednesday mo rning has a 
sensatio nal dispatch o f a co lumn, o stensibly 
from Charlesto n, very bitter in its denuncia 
tio n o f Go uld. 
It alleges that he is aeco m 
panied by private detectives who go ahead 
and find o ut if any enemy is lying in wait 
for him befo re he pro ceeds; that his detective 
service co sts him mo re than all o f his clerk 
hire, and that he dare no t travel o n his 
So uthwestern railway fo r fear o f being as­ 
sassinated. 
This was a surprise to New- 
Yo rkers, who have been accusto med to see 
ing J ay Go uld everywhere and at all times 
unacco mpanied, and . who remember.dbhat 
there were no detectiveá to defen4 the small 
man w hen Selo ver threw him*o ver the'bail­ 
ing in W all street; o r later wheiv* to o - 
greedy bear slapped his face in Del mo ni co ’s. 
The article was sho wn to W ashingto n E. 
Connor, 
the millio naire who -has got rich as 
Go uld’s partner,* and laughed and said: 
‘ Mr. Gould’s f ault is tha t he tak e3 too m any 
risk s. 
He not only goes everyw here unac­ 
companied by detectives, or even by friends, 
b ut he doesn’t tak e proper care of his 
locomotion. 
He is often think ing about 
business on the street when he ought to be 
think ing about where he is stepping. 
Over 
and over again I have pulled him aw ay 
from in front of omnibuses anti team s when 
he was abstracted an i didn’t notice the 
danger. 
1 don’t believe Mr. Gould k now; 
w hat fear is. 
On the day after the late 
presidential election when all seemed un* 
cortainty*a moo of some hundreds gathered 
around this building and yelled for Gould. 
Not finding him here they w ent up to the 
W estern Union building and threatened 
to attack it.

A “no rther” is a fierce no rth 
wind p eculiar to this state, which seems to 
Rhrivel up every thing it strik es in the re- 
ientle« co urse o ver p lain and hilL No w 
every thnig is sere and y ello w excep ting the 
(o p s of a few co tto nwo o d trees, which still 
p resent green cro wns, as they did in mid- 
Kummer. But even these must give way 
noon, as the December no rthers, resp ect no th­ 
ing 
The dust whirls and dances alo ng, 
p o wdering every thing so that there fa a 
strange unifo rmity o f co lo r given to every 
p lace. Even the cattle loo k dust-co vered 
and nussty , the red, white, gray , and black 
o ne resembling each o ther in a remark able 
degree. The brands even np p ear indistinct , 
which is say ing a go o d deal fo r a brand full 
a fo o t in length, as mo st Texan and Mexican 
brands are, besides Icing as intricate and 
artistic as a Chinese letter o f the alp habet 
No man can say whence they 'am© o r 
whither they are tending. 
WHEN THE W INDS W HISTL* WILDLY. 
There has alway s been so mething o f a 
my stery abo ut the scarcity o f trees, but the 
high winds readily so lve it Besides this, 
there is a very uncanny ap p earance abo ut & 
whirlwind o f dust far o ff, and I have so me­ 
times mistak en them fo r signal smo k es o f 
the Indians. This is mo re easy o n gro und 
which has been burnt o ver, leaving ashes 
and co als ly ing o n the surface. Then away 
they fly , straight up in tho air, to be nn- 
ffflrered ap p arently in ano ther directio n by a 
similar p illar o f smo k e. The inhabitants o f 
the co untry arc quite deft in these matters, 
having learned much fro m their 
o ld ances­ 
to rs o f the fo rest and p rairie. No advantage 
can lie tak en o f these smo k ers o r whirl­ 
winds, so far as k no wn to me, excep t, by 
mo ving quick ly into so me go rge, sheltered 
fro m the sto rm, and than latting the winds 
the winds whistle. 
Tho ugh the Texas climate is o rdino rily 
so mild and serene, there are times when it 
gets its back up and cuts up so me d* fan 
which are the reverse o f seemly and sedate, 
to say the least o f it Cattle get very much 
frightened at these times, and gallo p o ver 
immense stretches o f co untry , o nly sto p p ing 
When tho ro ughly exhausted—hundreds run 
themselves to death. Ho rses, to o , get p o s­ 
sessed at such times, and run as if the evil 
o ne himself wero riding them, fully bo o ted 
and sp urred. The animals beco me mad with 
excitement, and with flawing mane and tail 
go careering o ver the gro und, their ey es 
flashing and their sides heaving fro m vio lent 
exertio n. 
When a no rther changes into a sno w sto rm 
there is liable to be a great deal o f suffering 
bo th to man and beast. 
The sno w drives 
alo ng thick and fast, and being 
abo ut half 
rain, whatever it to uch es so o n beco mes w et 
thro ugh 
and thro ugh, as it is exceedingly 
I tenet rating and tenacio us. 
No co at is p ro o f 
against the mo ist influences,and animals seek 
xaeh shelter as can be o btained, and if no ne 
be available their bo nes are ap t to bleach 
up o n the p lain, but with all (his there is 
no thing lik e the mo rtality her© which thins 
o ut the flo ck s and herds further no rth. 
L1KK ON A TEXAS RANCH. 
A ranch in this co untry is wo rth visiting, 
and truly there must l*e a charm in living in 
it, as many p eo p le fro m the mirth tak e 
k indly to ranch life and w ill no t change it 
fo r any o ther.
